Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Paciulan discussed with the examiner what he believed was a 
lack of teaching or suggestion by the reference in disclosing a CRT having a rectangular funnel with tangential corners 
as well as a graphite coating having a specified thickness ratio between the corners and the long and short sides of the 
funnel as specified in claims 1-2. More over, Mr. Paciulan expressed his belief that the references Kim and Jang did 
not suggest the application of a uniform graphite coating to the tangential corners of a rectangular funnel. More over, 
Mr. Paciulan believed that the base reference.Tsuneta failed to disclose a rectangular funnel having tangential corners. 
The examiner conferred with Primary Michael Day; and both the examiner of record of Mr. Day still felt that references 
taken in combination disclosed the applicants* claimed invention. More specifically, col. 3, lines 50-54 of Tsuneta 
disclose that one embodiment is a modification of a previous one by imparting grooves at the corners of the funnel, 
which otherwise would have tangential corners. More over, the examiner still holds that Kim clearly teaches the 
application of a uniform coating over the inner surfaces and corners of the funnel. After conferring with Primary 
examiner Day, the final office action still stands.
